In their opinion Vandall is only a figurehead for the big trust, and that 
the Government has a bitter legal fight OE its hands. 


The aid of the trust has been asked for by the Fleishhackers, principal owners 


•of the million-dollar paper plant at Floriston. In the event the Government wins 
the Fleishhackers stand to lose what is believed to be the most valuable water right 
on the eastern slope of the Sierra Nevada mountains. The fact that the trust is in 
the fight was made known in Reno yesterday by a well-known Government official 
So confident are the Federal authorities that the trust is in the fight that they are ; 
basing their campaign upon the knowledge that the big concern is backing the I 
present figh t.

The Government won the first skirmish last Thursday, when the restraining ' 


order issued by the California courts was modified so as to allow the Government to 
I 


continue work on the Tahoe dam. 
The Federal .officials have no doubt as to the final J 


outcome of the suit. In the event it becomes necessary, condemnation proceedings 1 
can be brought against the rights owned by the Fleishhackers, and the irrigation : 
work of Nevada will not suffer in the least, though it is expected there will be some :: 


delay. On the other hand, if the Fleishhackers lose it means that a good portion oi

their water rights will be taken over by the Government.

Tammy Ryan Says He Seldom Looked 


at an Opponent's Eye, ButThat 


He Watched Foot Work 


CHICAGO, Aug. 8.—In an interview 


Tommy Ryan gives some interesting 
pointers on the science of boxing. As 
by carrying- ouf these ideas he prac- 
tically made two world's champion- 
ships, Kid McCoy and Jeffries, they 
are certainly entitled to some con- 
sideration. Ryan said: 


"I never blocked in my life. I let the 


other fellow do the blocking and the 
leading. Instead of blocking I always 
xi^ed the head 
slip 
and ducked. I 


seemed to take naturally to the same 
crouch I taught Jeffries. I also taught 
Jeffries to watch a fighter's left knee. 
When he fough Fitz he was crouched 
over with his eyes on Fitz's left knee. 


"Every time Fltz led, Jeffries made 


him look foolish. A fighter nor any man 
can't start a punch without moving his 
left knee, and if you watch that and 
let your punch go the minute 'the 
knee move;*, you beat him to it. I nev- 
er looked in a fighter's face except 
occasionally to see what I was doing 
to him. 


"Take again the fellow that is al- 


ways leading. He gets 90 per cent the 
worst of it. I figured that out long ago, 
and never led unless I had to. I know 
that referees want a man to lead in 
a short fight to get the decision, but 
most of my fights went the distance 
and,then it was a case of the winner 
getting the fight on the square. 
I 


didn't care how long a fight went so 
long as I could win it in the end." 


Both McCoy and Jeffries showed in 


their ring careers ample evidences of 
having faithfully 
followed 
Ryan's 


teachings. McCoy had the "watch-the- 
left-knee" idea down to an exact sci- 
ence right from the start, and, as Ky- 
an says, made a good man "look fool- 
ish." Abe Attel is the most recent ex- 
ponent of this method, and there are 
few in the ring who can approach him 
in cleverness. 


Jeffries was ever content to "let the 


other fellow do the heading" until his 
unhappy antagonist could lead no lon- 
ger, then he sailed in. However, after 
lie once got started the big fellow 
could have won almost any plan of 
battle, for the simple reason that he

county commissioners. 


Mr. Anderson was appointed to look 


after the trees and the shrubbery of 
the county, and to keep up a crusade 
against insect pests that destroy trees 
and foliage. He !n turn appointed a 
deputy and when he presented a bill 
for the services of an assistant the 
commissioners 
told 
him that they 


could not allow it. As the law does 
not provide for a deputy the com- 
mit'sionera were without warrant of 
law for the expenditure and there- 
fore consigned the bill to the pigeon 
ho';*. 


It was explained to the board by 


Mr. Anderson 'that he paid the wages 
of his deputy out of his own pocket. 
Ttie commissioners were willing to 
reimburse Mr. Anderson for the out- 
lay, but they stated that they could 
not legally do so. 


A petition was presented to 
the 


commissioners by the people living in 
the vicinity of Griffin, asking the board 
to build a wagon bridge across the 
river, to make travel over the new 
road to that station more practicable. 
| The board ordered- a balance of $500 
remaining in the emergency fund di- 
ve-rted into the contingent fund.

I suspected that the 
others were either in Reno or Wads- 
worth and accordingly came here to 
look them up. I succeeded in finding 
two as soon as I arrived and am quite 
certain that the others are here. When 
found they will be taken back to the 
institute and proper punishment ad- 
mJnlster'ed to them. Punishment in 
cases of this kind is not usually se- 
vere, consisting generally for the first 
offense, to confinement to the grounds 
for a certain length of time. The four 
escapes are quite young, the oldest be- 
ing not yet 17 years of age.

Russian plenipotentiaries are believ- 
ed to admit of no concessions, although 
it is possible that a certain compen- 
sation in kind might be arranged.

Sakhalin, now potentially in Japanese 
hands, possession of which by Japan

Carries off Three Suits Against 


the Western Pacific 


: 


District Attorney Craig, accompa- 


nied by Mrs. Craig, returned yesterday 
from Quincy, where he represented a 
number of property owners in a con- 
demnation suit brought by the "West- 
ern Pacific to secure right of way for 
its road. 


Arrayed against Mr. Craig was At- 


torney General "U. S. "Webb of Califor- 
nia, and the company's other attorneys 
who fought the case bitterly as Its 
conclusion will establish a precedent 
in the matter of adjusting claims for 
damages against the company. 


Mr. Craig won all three suits, a judg" 


meiit being entered for $1500 in each 
of two cases and $600 in the third ac- 
tion. In addition to this the Western 
Pacific was ordered to builJ all nec- 
essary irrigation flumes to carry wa- 
ter for the ranchers across the right 
of way secured through the condemna- 
tion proceedings. Had the ranchers 
lost their suits in the latter regard the 
building of the road would have ruin- 
ed their land as the construction of the 
roadbed would have shut off their wa- 
ter supply. 


"There is no question," said Mr. 


Craig, discussing his tnp yesterday, 
"that the "Western Pacific will be built 
with all speed compatible with good 
work. Engineer 
Keddie, assistant in 


charge of the company's construction 


^work, testified on the stand that the 
'company had purchased the Boca and 


Loyalton road. At Beckwith I saw 
quite a crew of men at work on the 
tunnel under the mountains. Another 
tunnel longer that the one at Beck- 
with pass is being built, and a number 
of ditches have been dug for the pur- 
pose of draining the opening under the 
earth. \

a really and truly railroad will be un- 
dertaken some time next week, prob- 
ably Tuesday or1 Wed-neteday.
